So  our  role  as  a  school  is  to  continually  evaluate  what 
we  offer  and  how  we  provide  the  vital  skills  children  need  now  and  the  skills  they  may  need 
in  the  future.  We  cannot  afford  to  stand  still.

In  the  first  year  of  our  Primary  Student  Council,  we  feel  we  exceeded  expectations.  Lots  of  things  were  accomplished  and  will  be  changed  for 
next  year.  First,  we  ran  a  survey  with  students  to  find  out  which  games  primary  they  wanted  painted  on  the  tarmac.  Then  we  solved  concerns 
the  students  had  about  lining  up  at  the  end  of  playtime.  We  also  persuaded  the  Primary  Management  Team  to  set  aside  time  for  girls  to  play 
football  at  lunch  times  and  convinced  them  to  make  adjustments  to  the  uniform  for  the  Y5  students.  We  impacted  the  community  by  raising 
money  for  Hope  Academy  through  a  charity  hot  dog  sale.The  money  will  be  spent  on  educational  toys  and  books  for  the  children.  Next  year,  we 
hope  to  see  new  water  fountains  in  the  Primary  Quad  and  carry  out  surveys  on  lunches.  There  is  still  lots  to  do! 
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We  celebrate  another  year  in  the  legacy  of  this  wonderful  school;  so 
rich  in  history  and  tradition.  Once  again  many  memories  were  made 
within  its  classrooms,  out  on  its  sports  fields,  on  field  trips,  on  overseas 
tours,  on  the  stage,  at  a  music  concert  and  in  so  many  other  ways. 

We  are  constantly  trying  to  build  a  better  school  with  students  at  the 
very  heart  of  what  we  do;  we  are  constantly  growing  our  legacy. 
However,  what  is  a  legacy?  It  is  about  learning  from  the  past,  living  in 
the  present,  and  building  for  the  future. 

Where  do  you  think  it's  best  to  plant  a  young  tree:  a  clearing  in  an  old-growth  forest  or  an  open  field? 
Ecologists  tell  us  that  a  young  tree  grows  better  when  it's  planted  in  an  area  with  older  trees.  The 
reason,  it  seems,  is  that  the  roots  of  the  young  tree  are  able  to  follow  the  pathways  created  by  former 
trees  and  implant  themselves  more  deeply.  Over  time,  the  roots  of  many  trees  may  actually  graft 
themselves  to  one  another,  creating  an  intricate,  interdependent  foundation  hidden  under  the  ground. 
In  this  way,  stronger  trees  share  resources  with  weaker  ones  so  that  the  whole  forest  becomes 
healthier.
